proposed bike path now that the YMCA has agreed to 
give Mattapoisett a portion of the land needed. The 
conveyance of the property will require a vote of Town 
Meeting, and $1.2 million has been approved for Phase 2 
of the project, from the Fairhaven town line to Depot 
Street. 

Developer David Mclntire next requested a brief 
meeting regarding The Bay Club project. Selectman 
Andrews left the meeting as his brother is involved with 
The Bay Club. Mr. Mclntire presented the Selectmen with 
a letter requesting they withdraw the article on the 
November 12 Special Town Meeting warrant related to 
the land swap of 108 acres due to the controversy it has 
caused.

accepted at the previous night's Special Town Meeting; 
and also a letter of congratulations sent to Council on 
Aging (COA) Director Susan Schwager for recently 
obtaining state certification. 

The board next signed and approved various 
treasury and payroll warrants for the week and also 
approved the minutes of the October 29 meeting. 

Under incoming correspondence, the board 
received a letter from lohn T. Ludes thanking the 
Harbormaster's department for their recent assistance. 
"(They) very effectively and efficiently helped me in a 
time of distress," he wrote. "It is very comforting to know 
we have such an effective and cooperative group of 
people." 

"They are very professional (and) they take their 
jobs very seriously," agreed Chairman Bryant. "They 
always watch out for the safety of boaters." 

The board also received a letter of resignation 
from Charles Nadler, who is stepping down from the 
Finance Committee (FinCom) due to his work travel 
schedule. The board accepted Mr. Nadler's resignation 
with regret. 

At 7:05 pm the board met with the Board of 
Assessors for the town's annual Tax Classification Hear- 
ing. "The Board of Selectmen has to take a vote to either 
establish a tax rate which is the same for all residential 
and commercial property, or have separate rates," ex- 
plained Assessor Bradford Eames. "We are recommending 
you adopt a factor of one, which means a single tax rate. 
We feel the Town of Marion has always had a single tax 
rate and we should continue." 

Mr. Eames noted that based on a typical home 
and business valued at $200,000 for Fiscal Year 2003, both 
would pay a single tax rate of $10.07 — whereas with a 50 
percent split rate, the residential rate would only drop to 
$9.66 while the commercial rate would jump to $15.11. 
"There are so few commercial properties in relation to 
residential in Marion that the whack on them would be 
substantial," Mr. Eames said. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to retain 
a single tax rate for both commercial and residential 
property for FY 2003.

Under the Town Administrator's report, Ms. 
Enroth-Whitlock noted receipt of an application from 
Jeffrey A. Rezendes and Louie G. Rezendes for two water 
and sewer connections at 106 Wareham Street. However, 
based upon the town's current sewer moratorium, only 
one connection would be allowed at the present time. 
"They are eligible for one connection, but the rules and 
regulations which you adopted (disallow the other)," Ms. 
Enroth-Whitlock said. 

"They clearly are entitled to one connection," 
Chairman Bryant agreed. "But they only have frontage on 
Route 6, so even after they subdivide the lot, the back lot 
wouldn't be eligible to have a sewer connection." Chair- 
man Bryant noted the sewer moratorium ends on January 
1, 2003, but based on the town's recently-adopted rules 
and regulations for sewer connections, the second tie-in 
would still be ineligible.

Meeting in April, you voted in ... (a) $215,000 override 
which would have balanced the town budget. Then, that 
Friday at the ballot box, the $215,000 override was de- 
feated. So we ... (had) a $215,000 shortfall with this year's 
budget. Since then, five things have happened which have 
fixed that problem." 

Mr. Hayes noted that changes from their original 
budget estimates as submitted accounted for some 
$38,000 in savings. "We found savings in a couple of areas 
and we were able to reduce the budget," Mr. Hayes said. 
He also noted that increased State Aid Revenue added 
another $62,000; an increase in Local Receipts put $61,000 
back in town coffers; a decrease in expenditures saved 
another $14,000; and an increase in the town's levy limit 
due to "new growth" boosted the budget by another 
$53,000 — totaling $228,000. 

"So, the $215,000 shortfall went away" Mr. Hayes 

said. 

Mr. Hayes also gave Town Meeting voters a brief 
overview of various Capital Projects, totaling $25 million, 
which the town has funded between 1997 and 2002 and 
their current status. Among these: 

• Harbor Improvement Projects - $455,000 
allocated, $403,000 spent; 

• Road Repair and Maintenance - $1.2 million 
allocated, $600,000 spent ($400,000 voted at Town Meeting 
and $200,000 in Chapter 90 funding); 

• Landfill Closure - $50,000 allocated, but Mr.

Hayes noted thanks to some creative work by Town 
Administrator Julia Enroth- Whitlock, "that money won't 
have to be spent"; 

• Water/ Wastewater Projects - $2 million allo- 
cated; 

• School Projects - $15 million allocated for 
Sippican School, $14.8 million spent to date. "There are 
one or two payments which need to be made, which 
certainly will not exceed $200,000, so this project will 
come in under budget," Mr. Hayes said. When Marion's 
share of the ORR Senior and Junior High Schools projects 
are factored in, "it will cost Marion taxpayers $11.5 
million when all is said and done," Mr. Hayes said. 

Stuart Richardson, Chairman of the Marion 
Housing Commission, then discussed the first two articles 
on the warrant — both of which dealt with the town's 
attempt to meet the requirements of MGL Chapter 40B, in 
which every city and town in Massachusetts is mandated 
to dedicate 10 percent of their total housing stock as 
"affordable housing." 

According to Mr. Richardson, in the Spring of

2000 the Marion Housing Commission was charged by 
the Board of Selectmen to develop the Marion Housing 
Plan. "The first goal of the plan was to provide housing 
for several Marion constituencies: the elderly, younger 
people wanting to return to Marion, people who work for 
the town who would like to live here, and people with 
close ties to current Marion homeowners," Mr. 
Richardson said. "The second goal is quite simple: we're 
interested in complying with the Massachusetts 40B 
requirements. Our third purpose: achieve the goals that 
maintain the town's historic seaside character and main- 
tain Marion's current ethnic and cultural diversity." 

Mr. Richardson explained five strategies they plan 
to use to meet Chapter 40B requirements: find a good 
developer to build and moderate housing; qualify 13 one- 
bedroom apartments at Little Neck and get them into the 
town's 40B inventory; pass the Marion Homes Local 
Initiative (which was the first article on the warrant); 
sponsor construction and operation of a multi-unit living 
care facility (which is planned for the spring Annual Town 
Meeting); and support the Buzzards Bay Habitat for 
Humanity in building affordable housing units on land 
provided by Town of Marion. 

These steps will help Marion "reach the state's 10 
percent goal by the end of 2005," he said. "If we complete 
17 units per year, Marion will be exempt from having to 
deal with another 40B development." 

Under ARTICLE SI, voters were asked support 
the Board of Selectmen in an initiative Marion Homes 
Program to allow existing Marion homes which qualify as 
affordable to count toward Marion's 10 percent Chapter 
40B requirement. 

To further explain the town's mandated require- 
ments under Chapter 40B, Clyde Barrow from the UMass 
Dartmouth Center for Policy Analysis offered voters a 
succinct overview of the state law which was passed in

1969. 

"It requires that 10 percent of housing units in 
every city and town in Massachusetts be deemed 'afford- 
able/" Professor Barrow said. "Marion has 31 affordable 
units, that's about 1.48 percent of its total housing stock. 
Marion has about 8.5 percent to go. Houses must be 
'affordable' in price ($154,000 or less in 2001), must be 
'affordable' based on a resident's income (no more than 80 
percent of area median income, which is currently $42,000 
for family of four), and must be publicly subsidized." 

Professor Barrow said right now some 25 percent 
of Marion's housing stock — or 523 homes — could be 
considered "affordable" in terms of price, and 48 to 60 of 
these households are income eligible. The state Depart-

ment of Housing and Community Development (DHCD) 
will allow towns which have a comprehensive housing 
plan in place to meet Chapter 40B goals within a reason- 
able time — in this case, five years — to grant a 100 
percent property tax exemption to these 48 to 60 homes in 
exchange for deed restrictions on the homes. 

"This will cost Marion about $99,000 per year in 
property tax revenue (and) it will cost average home 
owner about $32 per year," Professor Barrow said. "But it 
will save the cost of additional teachers, teacher's aides, 
classrooms and equipment, roads, snowplows, public 
safety and other services. The short-term cost of $32 per 
year really saves the town three times as much over the 
long run." 

Most Town Meeting voters seemed supportive of 
the measure. "It's my opinion that everyone should vote 
for this," said Don Torres. "As Ben Franklin said: Tf we 
don't all hang together, we'll all hang separate.' But, more 
importantly, we've got to do something to change the 
Chapter 40B law so we don't get hit over the head again." 

Others had questions about the 100 percent tax 
abatement, which would remain in effect as long as the 
house was in the town's affordable housing inventory, 
and about the chances of this measure passing muster 
with the state legislature, given that Marion is the first 
community to attempt such an initiative. 

"Both Senator (Marc) Pacheco and Representative 
(William) Straus are firmly behind this initiative," Select- 
man Bryant said.

"If a person's income temporarily went above the 
threshold, the house would be taxable for that year, but it 
also would come off the affordable housing inventory," 
Professor Barrow said. "If you rented to somebody whose 
income is above the threshold, then it comes out of the 
inventory — it's taxable again." 

After resident Kay Reis moved the question, 
which passed via majority vote, Town Meeting unani- 
mously approved passage of ARTICLE SI. 

ARTICLE S2, which would have transferred a 
parcel of town-owned land off Point Road to Habitat for 
Humanity to be retained as an affordable housing unit, 
was unanimously passed over upon a motion from 
Selectman David Pierce due to a "possible legal impedi- 
ment regarding this article (which) has recently come to 
light" requiring "further investigation." 

Planning Board member John Rockwell expressed 
his concern over the proposed article. "We'd rather see 
something a little more creative in terms of a process that 
puts more than one house on one lot," he said. "We have 
to have more than 200 affordable houses in town ... if we 
give away this property, we're saying the town doesn't 
need it. We believe there are housing configurations that 
can look good ... it can just be two or three units. This 
article needs much more further discussion before it's 
accepted." 

Town Moderator Titus requesting a non-binding, 
show-of-hands "straw vote" on the article to gauge if 
voters were in favor of the concept proposed in Article S2,

Under ARTICLE S3, voters were asked to reduce 
the Town of Marion's share of the ORR School Debt from 
$353,370 to $327,217; and the ORR School District Capital 
Budget from $1,211 million to $1,191 million. 

According to Selectman Andrew Jeffrey, the day 
after the Marion Annual Town Meeting, the ORR School 
Committee approved a revised budget. "We could not 
foretell they were going to pass the vote they did take," he 
said. "This is basically a house-keeping item." With that, 
ARTICLE S3 passed unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE S4, voters were asked to adopt 
Chapter 40, Section 3, to allow any balance in account 
receipts for rental of school building space be retained for 
Sippican School. The article carried via majority vote. 

Under ARTICLE S5, voters were asked to endorse 
the Open Space Acquisition Committee's purchase of 
three parcels of land, totaling 97.6 acres, more or less, 
which will be conveyed to the Open Space Acquisition 
Commission as permanently protected open space. 

According to James Gurney of the Open Space 
Acquisition Committee, the land is north of Washburn 
Park and up to but not including the land immediately 
around the cranberry bogs which were formerly owned 
by Eagle Hope and / or Doug Beaton. "We have applied 
for a self-help grant and the state has come back and said 
they have approved (funds) ... they are just waiting for 
this (article to pass)," he said.

Selectman Naida Parker 
was not present for the meeting. 

After unanimously approving the minutes of the 
October 28 meeting, the board met with Fire Chief Scott 
Ashworth. 

Chief Ashworth was present to discuss the town's 
acceptance of a donated emergency vehicle from the 
Town of Jamestown, RI. The 1979 rescue vehicle, which 
also comes equipped with a generator, a ventilation fan, 
and extension cords, has approximately 41,000 miles and 
is worth at least $20,000. The aluminum body of the truck 
is in good shape, and simply needs some painting and 
cosmetic work. The board agreed to accept the vehicle 
and will send a thank you to the Jamestown Fire Depart- 
ment. 

Chief Ashworth also touched on the issue of the 
new radio systems for the department, and explained that 
it is being held up by the cell tower company, which in 
turn is being held up by NStar due to the completion of 
internal wiring and inspections. 

The topic of ambulance fee waivers was dis- 
cussed, as the board was presented with three requested 
waivers from residents. Chairman Ryan felt that if it is a 
"true hardship, and they cannot afford to pay" the 
ambulance fee, then the town is willing to waive the fee 
entirely, or waive a percentage of the fee. However, it is 
difficult to ascertain the precise income of the people who 
request the waiver, because the forms are limited in the 
information they provide. Chairman Ryan suggested that 
income be verified via tax returns to determine true 
hardships. Chief Ashworth pointed out that the ambu- 
lance company accepts payment plans as well. 

Chief Ashworth and the board agreed that 
perhaps the ambulance company could determine the 
necessity of those requesting a waiver from paying the 
fee, and provide both a reason for the request as well as

income verification.

are interested in developing on their property. Ms. Lopes 
explained in her letter that they are interested in creating 
campsites, a riding stable, and nature trails on a four-acre 
parcel of land off High Street. She requested assistance in 
procedures pertaining to building permits and the like. 
The board will respond to her request and let her know 
whether the property in question has approximately 
$3,000 in back taxes owed — it is town policy that build- 
ing permits are not issued on property with outstanding 
taxes due. They suggested that once the matter is re- 
solved, Ms. Lopes can contact the Building Department to 
obtain the information she needs. 

• Letter from Arnold Johnson seeking appoint- 
ment to the Rochester Housing Partnership. The board 
unanimously approved his request. 

• A memo from Highway Surveyor Jeffrey 
Eldridge regarding the speed limits on several town 
streets. According to MGL Chapter 90, Section 18, the 
following zones should be posted at 45 MPH, but are in 
fact posted at 35 MPH: North Avenue, between Snipatuit 
Road and Braley Hill Road; Mary's Pond Road, starting 
125 feet north of Route 105; Walnut Plain Road from 
Marion Road to Walnut Plain Road; Mattapoisett Road at 
George Church's; Vaughn Hill Road, from New Bedford 
Road to Route 105; and High Street from Ryder Road to 
Pierce Street. 

The board was apprehensive about reposting 
these zones out of fear that people will drive faster than 
the 45 MPH limit.

excess of 35 MPH in one of these zones, they could fight 
the ticket in court, because the actual speed limit is 45 
MPH. The state is unwilling to lower the speed limits, as 
well. The board agreed not to repost the zones, until 
someone orders them to do so. 

• A letter from resident Pamela Robinson, a 
member of the Rochester Historical Society, in regards to 
information that the town has been disposing of historical 
documents. In her letter, she explained she is concerned 
that significant records could be lost. As a result of her 
letter, the board provided Ms. Robinson with a cabinet 
full of documents for her to look through and retrieve 
anything she felt was of historical significance. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Huntoon noted: 

• An air-quality test had been completed for the 
Rochester Town Hall and he was awaiting the results. The 
tests were done because of the water damage Town Hall 
had suffered as a result of the extensive rains dating back 
to March and April of 2001.

Chairman Ryan wished to inform residents that 
the Board of Selectmen has undertaken the process of 
hiring a replacement for retiring Police Chief William C. 
Przybylek, who will retire as of December 31, 2002. 
Currently there are 46 interested candidates who have 
submitted resumes for consideration. 

Retired ATF Agent and Rochester resident Alan R. 
Offringa will assist in the screening process — specifically 
in interviewing candidates who have been selected for 
personal interview. The board felt very confident that 
with his assistance they will select the most qualified 
individual. Therefore, "the selection of the Police Chief 
will not be hastily pursued to meet a set deadline." 

Chairman Ryan said it is possible a successor will 
not be chosen by the date of Chief Przybylek' s retirement. 
"To maintain the administrative continuity and integrity 
of the Rochester Police Department, it may be necessary 
to appoint a temporary Police Administrator to supervise 
the operation of the department until a Police Chief is in 
place," she said. Mr. Offringa has agreed to fill this 
position temporarily should the need arise. He has not 
applied for the permanent position.

SIGNS OF ILLNESS 

I just took over the care of my grandfather's dog. 
What are some of the signs of illness that I should 
look for?

"Smart Bulbs" in Rochester 

The Rochester Police Department and Council on 
Aging (COA) have formed a partnership with a new 
Community Policing Program to benefit senior citizens. 
Using grant funds obtained from the state's Executive 
Office of Public Safety, the Police Department purchased a 
quantity of "Smart Bulbs" for distribution to Rochester 
seniors at no cost. 

The "Smart Bulbs" are a special light bulb that 
works in a porch light fixture in the same manner as a 
regular 60-watt light bulb. However, when an emergency 
arises, the light bulb can be changed to a steady flashing 
light by flipping the porch light switch quickly twice in 
succession. Through the program, Police and the COA 
hope to alert citizens to call 9-1-1 if they observe a porch 
light flashing in the town. Police Officers on patrol will 
also be asked to be alert for the flashing lights and they 
will immediately stop to determine the reason the bulb 
has been activated. 

According to Rochester Police Chief William 
Przybylek, he was approached by Maureen Walker of the 
COA after she learned of the bulbs being used in another 
community. The Chief then diverted the Community 
Policing Grant Funds to cover the cost of the program. 

According to Chief Przybylek, "The Police 
Department appreciated Ms. Walker's outstanding 
suggestion and is pleased that it was able to use its grant 
funds for the project. Although grant funds are becoming

Punch-Drunk Love. Starring Adam Sandler and 
Emily Watson. Directed by Paul Thomas Anderson. 
Running time: 97 minutes. MPAA rating: R. At 
Flagship Cinema 12 in New Bedford. 

hxPunch-DrunkLove, writer-director Paul Thomas Anderson 
(Boogie Nights, Magnolia) uses Adam Sandler as a sort of found 
object of pathos and hostility. As Barry Egan, a sad sack running 
a threadbare California business, Sandler shrinks from people 
like an amoeba recoiling from a drop of cold water. Barry is also 
given to apocalyptic bursts of rage, which we can trace back to his 
seven sisters and their cavalierly sadistic, meant-to-be-loving 
treatment of him. The movie is devoted to Barry's mercurial 
moods — yearning and loathing combined in a passive-aggressive 
ball — and some of the result is dazzling, and alive in a way few 
other movies this year have been or will be. Yet for all that, I 
couldn't wait for it to be over. 

Anderson's 188-minute Magnolia tested the patience (and 
bladders) of many who endured it; this time, the eager young 
maestro has set himself a 97-minute ceiling. But it's clear by now 
that whatever characterization skill Anderson showed inhis lean, 
mean debut, 1997's Hard Eight, was a fluke. Barry is no more or 
less than his resentment and need — the latter underscored by 
Anderson's frequent use of "He Needs Me," sung by Shelley 
Duvall's Olive Oyl in Robert Altman's Popeye. Okay, we get it: if 
Hard Eight was Anderson's riff on Altman's California Split, Boogie 
Nigh ts was his Nashville, and Magnolia was his Short Cu is, the new 
film, with its lunkheaded hero and his tremulous lady love, 
familial tension, and obsession with a food product (in Barry's 
case, pudding he buys by the gross to get frequent-flyer miles), 
must be Anderson's Popeye. Would this filmmaker have anything 
to say had Robert Altman never been born? 

Barry falls in love with Lena Leonard (Emily Watson), who 
does some sort of work alongside one of Barry's meddling sisters, 
and who wanted to meet himbased onhaving seen a family photo 
of him with his dread siblings. What does she see in him? He 
offers nothing except need. But need isn't love, and vice versa, 
and the desire to be needed is also not love. There is no evidence 
that these two specific peoplebelong together, and Emily Watson, 
in the latest in a string of drastically underwritten roles, isn't 




given the material to make us see why Barry would be special to 
her. We understand why she's special to him — she's attractive, 
and shows attraction towards him — but this match seems 
awfully one-sided. There isn't even a scene in which Lena is 
charmed by one of Barry's personality quirks. 

As usual, Anderson shovels in details he thinks are cool, 
whether or not they belong in the movie. A subplot in which Barry 
gets ripped off by a phone-sex operator is exceedingly tiresome, 
though it gives Anderson a reason to put Philip Seymour Hoffman 
(as the scuzzy boss behind the phone-sex scam operation — the 
film's Bluto, if you will) in the film, and it activates Barry's rage 
gratifyingly a couple of times. It should be said that the half- 
serious Oscar buzz about Sandler shouldn't even be half-serious; 
he does nothing here he hasn't done before, even in his quiet, 
somber moments when he lets his voice go limp and passive. He 
gave a more fully-rounded performance in The Wedding Singer, 
where he not only had a basic, solid script to work from but better 
dialogue and room to be funny; then again, The Wedding Singer 
wasn't directed by Paul Thomas Anderson the Critics' Darling. 

Anderson has said he wanted to make an Adam Sandler 
movie, but Punch-Drunk Love is no more an Adam Sandler movie 
than The Spanish Prisoner — which used its journeyman comedian 
to similar dissonant effect — was a Steve Martin movie. It is, as the 
ads say, "a P.T. Anderson Picture." As always, Anderson does 
things no one else is doing (that's not to say no one else has ever 
done them), and his ardor and enthusiasm keep you watching. 
But what he puts onscreen is increasingly unengaging. Anderson 
is obviously in punch-drunk love with making movies; he has 
also just as obviously forgotten — other than f orhis own pleasure 
— why, exactly, he makes them.
